On Thursday night some detach- 
ments of tribesmen moved forward 
to the area south of Bara Fort 
and various parties engaged with 
military and frontier constabulary 
pickets. A few men were killed. 

Small parties totaling several 
hundred penetrated the Peshawar 
district, concealing themselves in 
the area south and southeast of 
the city. Because of bombing by 
the Royal Air Force, part of the 
main tribal force evacuated the 
caves west of Khajuri Plain and 
also moved to other caves south 
of the Bara River. 

Late yesterday afternoon one 
party was sighted in a tower three 
miles northeast of Bara Fort. 
When British cavalry approached 
the hillmen vacated the tower and 
took a position in the nearby gar- 
dens. They were shelled out by 
the British. 

Ofticers think that had the scat- 
tered advance parties diverted the 
Government forces sufficiently, the 
main body would have attacked 
last night.

DEBTS OF HIS BROTHER! 


‘Liabilities of Younger Member

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Charles 
M. Schwab, chairman of the Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation, went yes- 
terday to the rescue of his younger 
brother, Edward H. Schwab, who 
filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy in Newark, N. J., on June 
18. 

Charled M. Schwab assumed re- 
sponsibility for liabilities of $668,- 
550, agains:- which his brother re- 
ported assets of only $53,581. 

The younger Schwab was one of 
the promoters of the Newark Gar- 
den Corporation, which was to have 
built a sports arena using steel 
from the old Madison Square Gar- 
den and which collapsed a few 
months ago. 
in the projectas having no value. 
The chief item among his liabilities 
was a note for $250,000 given to 
his brother. 

Edward H. Schwab has lived ob- 
scurely, so much so that even his 
bankruptcy petition escaped public 
notice. Nor was any attention paid 
to it when Harry L. Jones obtained 


a 333.924 judgment against him in 


a New York court last April. 

The only time he attained any 
prominence was in 1907, when he 
married the Sheriff's daughter at 
Cleveland, O., and rumors got 
abroad that the pair was to get a 
$2,000,000 check for a wedding 
present. Both then declared for 
the simple life, and said they were 
not expecting any such present and 


‘did not want it. Edward H:-then 


was a law instructor at Notre 
Dame University. 

In recent years, however, he has 
gone into business, and m 1926 was 
elected president of the Splitdorf 
Electrical Co., of which he had 
been chairman since 1924, when it 
was merged with the Bethlehem 
Spark Plug Co.

| SCIENTISTS AGAINST TYPHUS

| Government Men Making Experi- 
ments in Search for Remedy 
for Disease. 

By the Associated Press. 

| WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Serum 
from the blood of a 13-year-old 
boy, Julian Morris of Sudlersville, 
Md., protects two United States 
Government scientists, Dr. R. E. 
Dyern and Dr. L. F. Badger, as 
they search for a remedy for ty- 
phus, using guinea pigs for the ex- 
periments. 

Young Morris, who was ill for 
about two weeks with genuine ty- 
phus, a disease which thus far has 
baffled science, came to Washing- 
ton and gave a half pint of his 
blood for injection in both of the 
experimentors. 
| Dr. George W. McCoy, director 
of the laboratory of the National 
Institute of Health. said the dan- 
ger was great. There have been 
many cases of infection, and sev- 
eral deaths, from laboratory ex- 
permientation in typhus, he said. 

Young Morris“ blood is also be- 
ing used in experiments on protec- 
tion from typhus. Dr. McCoy esti- 
mated that, if properly kept, it 
would retain some of its protective 
value for about a year. 

Typhus, a disease characterized 
by sudden severe headache, high 
fever, rash and often delirium, has 
no conection with typhoid fever.

UNNING FOR OFFICE” 
was our-first New York hit, 
staying at the Fourteenth 
Street Theater for several months 
to thriving receipts. But we were 
still far enough from Broadway to 
have something to shoot at; an up- 
town target we now wanted to 
ring more than ever. Several of- 
fers came to put us under various 
managements, including one from 
David Belasco, but these were 
tossed overboard without a second 
thought. We had waited this long, 
we could wait longer. We'd man- 
age ourselves at all costs! 

After the Fourteenth street run 
of “Running for Office“ we took 
the show on the road, as far as the 
West Coast, playing in all of the 
principal cities. Josephine ‘had 
married and, rather than be sepa- 
rated from her husband, she signed 
a joint contract for them to appear 
for Kiaw & Erlanger the follow- 
ing season. This meant the break- 
ing up of the Four Cohans. 

It was suggested I write a play 
for myself, assigning parts to Dad 
and Mother. It was settled among 
the family that the season of 1904- 
1905 should find me standing on 
my own. if such could be arranged. 
Upon returning to New York in 
April I consulted A. I. Erlanger, 
who agreed to allot me a Broadway 
theater the following September. 
Everything settled! 1 gave him the 
title of “Little Johnny Jones,” con- 
fessing it was the best thing I had 
written, but knowing in my heart 
I hadn't the slightest idea of what 
it was about. 

I was permitted a desk at the 
Miner Lithographing Co.'s offices in 
the Sheridan Building, Broadway 
at Thirty-ffth street, but my of- 
fice was in my hat where it al- 
ways had been and where it al- 
ways will be.

Having an office in my hat explains 
why I never went in for the bare- 
head fad. 

Just what is the so-called theatri- 
cal sanctum for? WHat sort of busi- 
ness is conducted there? 

Are plays written there? No! 

Are plays read there? No! 

Are actors rehearsed there? No! 

Are productions built there? No! 

Is it a place to sit around and 
gab? Yes! To discuss golf, base- 
ball and fights? Yes! Anything else 
in particular? NO! There you 
have it—from 10:30 a. m. to 5:30 
p. m. (except for four hours al- 
lowed for lunch). 

A good-natured young man, who 
tries to be polite to everybody, 
would have a fine time of it sitting 
behind a desk, trying to look like 
Bill Brady and talk like Al Woods. 

Dramatic stars, musical comedy 
stars, playwrights, peddlers—all 
strollin. i know how they gab and 
giggle and lie about the gross re- 
ceipts. Authors, librettists, com- 
posers, stage directors, bumping 
into ome.another for an entrance 
from the outer room. I can see 
song writers from the publishing 
houses dashing madly to the piano 
to plug and plum and always put- 
ting in the pan for Irving Berlin.

Book agents, insurance agents 
and real estate agents all blow in 
and all blow out of a theatrical of- 
fice without any particular reason 
at all.

No- 
body knows. I don’t and never did, 
and no one ever shall. 


My office is in my hat. My hat's 
on my head, and so naturally I'm 
out-of-doors, instead of being 
cooped up in a smoking compart- 
ment of a theatrical suite and car- 
rying on hours and hours of un- 
necessary and uninteresting con- 
versation, 
tickets for a lot of good theater- 
goers who never pay to get in. 

In bet right now that outside of 
possibly the Shuberts {and they 
have a string of houses) there isn't 
a single (or married) theatrica! 
manager in New York who couldn't 
close up all important business of 
the day inside of 20 minutes. 


The rest is all talky. talky. talk; 
—shop, shop. shop. I don’t have 
to make or keep appointments. I 
don't want to do a musical act with 
feur or five telephones all day 
long. Give me a lead pencil, that’s 
all I need. 

I don’t have to produce plays to 
keep the boys busy. No sir. I do 
as I like, when I like. and, be- 
lieve me, I like it.
